of  sulfur  and  almost  85  per  cent 
of  the  particulates  in  Utah 
County’s  atmosphere  are  from 
industrial  processes,  according  to 
figures  included  in  the  report. 
Space  heating  accounts  for 
another  seven  per  cent  of  oxides 
of  sulfur,  while  motor  vehicles 
and  solid  wastes  each  account  for 
nearly  five  per  cent  of  the 
country’s  particulates. 

According  to  the  report, 
particulates  in  Utah  Valley’s 
atmosphere  could  reach  a 
potential  hazard  level  within  a day 
during  an  atmospheric  inversion, 
while  sulfur  dioxide  would  reach 
the  hazard  level  within  6-12  days. 

The  report  notes  that  particles 
are  not  distributed  into  the 
atmosphere  as  readily  as  gases,  but 
figures  published  in  the  report 
assume  they  are  distributed  evenly 
in  the  atmosphere. 

The  potential  hazard  levels 
listed  in  the  report  are 
concentrations  at  which  the 
indicated  pollutant  may  be

considered  “potentially 
hazardous”  to  the  exposed 
population  during  an  inversion 
period  of  1-3  weeks. 

The  report  adds  that  this  level  is 
too  high  for  continuous  exposure 
for  long  periods  of  time. 

Among  22  recommendations  to 
state  and  county  officials  the 
report  urges  lowering  the 
proposed  quality  standard  for 
oxides  of  sulfur  to  “be  in  line 
with  the  federal  air  quality 
criteria;”  putting  pressure  on 
federal  officials  to  establish  and 
enforce  emission  levels  for 
automobiles;  and  maximum 
participation  in  federally-spon- 
sored air  pollution  activities. 

The  report  also  urges 
establishing  a program  for 
monitoring  the  emission 
measurements  made  by  industrial 
companies  along  the  Wasatch 
Front,  and  providing  continuous 
release  of  pollution  levels  to  the 
news  media  with  initial  emphasis 
on  sulfur  dioxides  and  particulate 
levels. 

Smoot  said  he  hoped  this  would 
be  broadcast  during  weather 
reports. 

The  report  urges  state  support 
of  long-term  research  to  assess 
“unidentified  air  pollution 
problems”  along  the  Front,  and 
increasing  the  number  of  air 
monitoring  stations  with  emphasis 
on  areas  close  to  major  industrial 
sources. 

It  says  state  officials  should 
“avoid  the  erroneous  implication 
that  citizens  are  directly 
responsible  for  present  air 
pollution  problems,  rather  than 
industrial  and  mobile  emissions, 
which  are  beyond  the  control  of 
the  individual  public.” 


Y Pres  Lauds 
’Cool’ Students 


Editor’s  note:  The  following  was 
released  Sunday  by  President  Ernest  L. 
Wilkinson  after  his  return  from 
Washington  D.C.,  which  .was  the  scene 
of  student  protests  this  weekend. 

“At  a time  of  national  crisis  and 
u n p a r a 1 1 e 1 1 e d campus 
distrubances,  I congratulate  you 
students  at  BYU  for  recognizing 
that  demonstrations,  rioting  and 
unbridled  conduct  will  not  solve 
the  important  issues  confronting 
America  today. 

“Much  as  we  regret  the  fatal 
shooting  of  four  students  at  Kent 
State  University,  we  are  in  no 
position  to  judge  where  the 
responsibility  for  those  deaths 
lies. 

“It  is  of  course  plain  that  the 
conduct  of  the  Kent  State 
students  in  burning  their  ROTC 
building,  and  their  obscene 
taunting  and  stoning  of  the  small 
group  of  50  National  Guards,  who 
had  been  called  to  restore  order 
on  the  Kent  campus,  can  never  be 
justified.  But  it  is  not  clear 
whether  this  small  contingent  of 
National  Guards,  whose  tear  gas 
supply  was  fast  being  depleted, 
surrounded  as  they  were  by 
hundreds  of  frenzied  students 
who  were  throwing  their  tear  gas 
canisters  back  at  them  and  who 
by  virtue  of  their  numbers  could 
overpower  them  at  any  moment, 
were  justified  in  retaliating  with 
rifle  fire. 

News  Media 

“Nor  can  this  question  be 
determined  by  reading  sensational 
newspaper,  radio  or  televising 
accounts.  Rather  it  will  eventually 
have  to  be  determined  by  a proper 
tribunal,  free  from  the  passions 
and  pressures  of  the  moment,  on 
the  evidence  submitted,  which  we 
do  not  yet  have  before  us. 

“In  the  meantime  I urge  you  to 
retain  your  ‘cool,’  for 
demonstrations  of  the  kind  we  are 
witnessing,  even  though  they  are 
in  many  cases  labeled  peaceful, 
will  not  resolve  the  question  of 
the  responsibility  at  Kent  State, 
nor  will  they  in  any  way 
determine  the  propriety  of  the 
much  larger  question  of  the 


President’s  decision  in  ordering 
our  troops  into  Cambodia. 

“Unfortunately  the  tragedy  at 
Kent  State  and  the  war  in 
Cambodia  are  being  confused  on 
the  University  campuses  and  in 
the  public  mind  and  are  being 
used  as  justification  for  rioting 
and  otherwise  breaking  the  law.  It 
is  gratifying  to  know  that  you 
BYU  students  are  not  making  this 
mistake. 

“In  answer  to  questions 
propounded  largely  from 
off-campus  sources,  may  I say 
there  will  be  no  lowering  of  the 
flag  at  BYU  because  that  could  be 
interpreted  as  passing  judgment 
on  the  National  Guard  at  Kent 
State,  which  we  are  not  qualified 
to  do.  Neither  will  there  be  any 
closing  of  classes.  When  you 
students  receive  your  credits,  we 
want  no  question  to  arise  as  to  the 
quality  and  integrity  of  your 
academic  work,  even  during  a year 
of  campus  turmoil.  School  will 


continue  so  you  may  pursue  and 
receive  full  credit  for  your 
courses. 

Will  Y Accept  Credit? 

“Consideration  is  now  being 
given  to  whether  BYU  will  accept 
transfer  credit  from  other 
institutions  whose  campuses  have 
been  substantially  cut  short. 

“Again  I congratulate  you  on 
your  high  sense  of  intellectual  and 
emotional  maturity.”

Page  one  of  today’s  Universe  contains  an  official  statement  from 
BYU  President  Ernest  Wilkinson  concerning  the  turbulence  which  has 
engulfed  many  college  campuses  across  our  nation  the  past  week.  In  it 
he  congratulates  the  student  body  here  for  not  blowing  our  “cool”  and 
for  our  “high  sense  of  intellectual  and  emotional  maturity.” 


We  support  and  sustain  his  remarks  and  encourage  all  members  of  the 
BYU  community  to  do  likewise.  They  are,  we  feel,  most  timely  and,  in 
addition  they  are  a direct  reflection  of  the  sentiment  of  this  campus. 


On  Tuesday,  May  5,  the  Universe  ran  an  editorial  which  condemned 
the  role  that  the  news  media  was  trying  to  play  following  the  decision 
of  President  Nixon  to  commit  The  United  States  armed  forces  to 
Cambodia  and  supporting  him  in  this  decision.  Since  that  time  and 
following  the  unfortunate  episode  at  Kent  State  which  claimed  the  lives 
of  four  students,  we  have  encouraged  a responsible  dialogue  between 
the  differing  avenues  of  thought  on  the  subject.  Unlike  the  physical 
battles  which  have  raged  on  other  campuses,  the  response  here  has  been 
responsible  and  almost  without  exception  wholly  objective. 


We  firmly  believe  that  it  is  through  intelligent  dialogue  such  as  this 
that  the  real  problems  which  we  face  as  a school  as  well  as  a nation  will 
be  solved.  Lawlessness  and  emotional  outbursts  will  simply  serve  to 
cloud  the  issues  which  face  us  and  make  solutions  to  them  that  much 
more  difficult  to  find.

NRI  is  a non-profit  corporation 
sponsored  by  The  Church  for 
development  of  part  of  the  old 
city  of  Nauvoo.  Dr.  J.  LeRoy 
Kimball  is  president  and  chairman 
of  the  board  of  NRI.

Research  Required 

The  NRI  plan  for  development 
centers  around  a highly  authentic 
and  exacting  duplication  of 
historical  Nauvoo.  This  requires 
an  unbelievable  amount  of 
painstaking  archeological  research 
as  well  as  exhaustive 
documentative  historical  research. 
Every  possible  source  ranging 
from  diaries,  journals  and  letters 
to  newspapers,  architect’s  plans 
and  drawings  are  employed  in 
arriving  at  an  accurate 
representation  of  the  details  of 
old  Nauvoo. 

People  visiting  Nauvoo  have 
been  impressed  with  the  exacting 
efforts  put  forth  to  preserve 
detailed  historical  accuracy  in 
restoring  the  various  homes  and 
shops.  One  visitor  was  told  that 
even  the  gardens  are  planted  with 
the  same  crops  the  original  owners 
had  planted.

We  have  been  condemmed  by  some  who  would  make  BYU  something 
else  that  the  student  body  here  is  not  involved  enough  in  what  is  going 
on  in  the  world;  that  we  are  not  really  interested  in  the  events  which 
will  shape  our  nation’s  destiny.  To  say  such  a thing  is  not  only  unfair,  it

„ untruthful.  The  vast  majority  on  this  campus  are  vitally  concerned 
with  what  is  going  on  in  Southeast  Asia;  probably  more  so  than  those 
who  participate  in  the  violence  which  has  engulfed  our  land.  Our 
approach  is  different,  however.  It  has  become  plain  in  recent  years  that 
the  best  way  to  be  part  of  the  solution,  not  part  of  the  problem  is  to 
first  get  an  education.  In  this  way  we  arm  ourselves  with  the  finest  tools 
available  for  contributing  to  America’s  might  and  strength,  not 
detracting  from  it. 

We  also  find  it  hard  to  accept  the  fact  that  those  who  scream  “peace, 
peace”  can  be  labeled  “sincere”  when  many  times  they  turn  right 
around  and  hurl  a brick  at  a national  guardsman.  For  those  who  do  so 
to  be  scorned  only  seems  appropriate.  It  smacks  too  much  of  the  adage 
“what  you’re  doing  is  shouting  so  loud  in  my  ears,  I can’t  hear  what 
you’re  saying.”  What  is  sad  is  for  those  who  throw  bricks  to  be  hailed  as 
heroes  and  liberators. 

We  encourage  those  who  feel  strongly  on  the  issues  which  face  us  to 
speak  out.  But,  at  the  same  time,  we  encourage  those  who  are  not 
aware  of  the  facts  to  learn  them  before  they  expose  their  ignorance  to 
others.  We  support  the  methods  embodied  in  our  constitution  for  legal 
dissent.  This  is  what  has  made  America  strong  and  this  is  what  will  keep 
her  strong.  Those  who  say  that  we  must  think  as  they  do,  whether  they 
be  on  the  right  or  the  left,  pose  a danger  to  our  free  society. 

We  also  support,  and  let  us  not  be  misunderstood  on  this  point,  the 
strict  enforcement  of  the  law.  When  a law  is  broken  we  must  vigorously 
ensure  that  those  who  broke  it  feel  the  weight  of  responsibility  for  their 
actions.  Mercy  without  justice  is  cowardice.

“I  prefer  the  term  modern  to 
contemporary.

“The  thing  about  art  history  is 
that  it  got  me  to  look  at  painting. 
1 had  been  looking  all  along, 
though.  Naturally,  art  history  got 
me  to  go  away  from  it  for  a 
while-only  now  I’m  coming  back. 

“In  the  technical  study  of 
painting  and  sculpture  you’re 
close  to  the  work— so,  it’s  a visual 
impression.  I mean,  you  can 
juxtapose  an  arm  or  a leg  just  the 
same  as  you  can  juxtapose  words 
to  words  in  poetry. 

“I  mean,  an  eye  can  become  an 
‘e.’  You’ll  be  looking  at  a person 
and  all  of  a sudden  see  an  ‘e’  in  his 
eye.” 

Have  you  decided  upon  any 
definition  for  art? 

“I  can  define  creation,  for  art  is 
creation.  Creation  is  the  result  of 
a change  which  never  happens.” 

“Soul  Beat” 

Do  you  find  the  “soul  beat” 
attributed  to  most  Negroes  in  the 
metrics  of  your  poetry? 

“These  things  come  from  one’s 
sub  conscience.  I have  so  many 
different  bloods  running  through 
me  . . . some  of  which  are  Negro. 
There’s  no  question  that  meter  is 
very  important  to  me. 

“Sometimes  when  I’m  very, 
very  quiet  and  I hear  things, 
sounds,  I think  I get  very  close  to 
North  African  or  Indian  music.

interested  in  any  religious  cult, 
though. 

“I  was  an  Episcopalian.  I have 
absolutely  no  doubt  in  the 
existence  of  a supreme  entity.  So, 
faith  in  me  is  after  the  fact;  so  is 
belief.

What  will  you  be  doing  in  the 
future?

“And,  as  regards  the  breaking 
up  of  words,  I have  a novel  named 
The  Mundus  that  is  entirely  like 
that.  The  Mundus  is  a novel  with 
voices,  voices  in  dialogue. 

“There  are  no  people  in  the 
book.  I mean,  there  are  no 
characters,  only  voices.  And  then 
you  don’t  know  whether  they  are 
old  or  young,  male  or  female.  But 
the  book  is  about  an  expulsion 
into  Paradise. 

“I’m  also  doing  an  anthology.  It 
deals  with  the  concept  of  the 
transreal.  The  only  way  to  define 
the  transreal  would  be  to  say  that 
transreal  equals  zero.

LARAMIE  - The  BYU  baseball 
team,  faced  with  the  possibility  of 
the  Western  Athletic  Conference 
Northern  Division  crown  being

BYU  lost  Friday  night’s  game, 
7-1 , which  gave  the  Cowboys  a tie 
for  the  top  spot  with  both  teams 
at  9-4.
